THE MOST ENJOYABLE DAY 


Of th* Trip Spent Among Friend* of 


Wild West—Speech at Fargo on 
the Philippines. 


Bismarck, N. D., April 7—Standing 


in the private office of Governor White 
at the state capltol 
this afternoon, 
President Roosevelt received the as- 
purance of friendship and. support of 
the great Sioux Indian tribe and simi- 
tar assurances from the chiefs, of the 
Mandans and Grosventres. 
Twenty of 


the most distinguished chieftains had 
come .from their agencies to see "the 
Great Father," and assure him of their 
support and good will. 


There were many famous Indians in 
.the assemblage. 
John Grass, orator 
and chief Justice of the Sioux, made 
the presentation of the 
tribe's good 


•will, in the translation of an address 
•which had been agreed upon in coun- 
cil of ths chiefs. 
At the same time 


Grass presented the president with a 
peace 
pipe of 
beautifully 
carved 


pipestone in token of the good will 
and friendship of the Indians. Among 
the chiefs present were 
Red Toma- 
hawk, the Indian who killed Sitting 
Bull at the time of the uprising In the 
early 90's. Red Fish, one of the hered- 
itary leaders of the Sioux; Black Bull. 
Standing Bear, Crow 
Ghost, 
Cross 
Bear and other Sioux chiefs. 


"We have been treated- well ,by the 
good 'Great Father,1 " said Grass, and 
we hope he will again be the great 
father when his time is over," 
Watts, chief of the Mandan Indians, 


also presented written assurances o£ 
the good will of his people. 


"Tell him," 
said 
the 
president. 
through the interpreter, 
"that I am 
glad to see him* The Mandan Indians 
have always done well." 
Then the 


wrinkled old chieftains 
grasped 
the 


president's hand and solemnly grunted 
the!1* approval. 


The president's train reached 
the 


capttol city on time and the president 
and party were at once taken through 
the lavishly decorated streets to the 
state capitol, A brief reception was 
held in the governor's private office. 
Afterwards he delivered a brief 
ad- 
dress from the balcony of the capitol 
to a crowd of several thousand people. 
He expressed gratification 
at seeing

and as far as the train could be seen 
bowed his farewell to the crowd and 
waved his old slouch hat.

TALK OF PHILIPPINES. 


Text of the President's 
Address at 


Fargo. 
Fargo, N. D. April 7—At this point 


President Roosevelt delivered the ptin- 
<^ipal address of the day his subject 
being "The Philippines and the Army," 


My Fellow OltizensiThe northwest, 
whoae sons In the rivl] war added 
such a brilliant page to the honor roll 
of the Republic, likewise hore a full 
share of the struggle of which the 
war with Spain was the bfRlnnlng: a 
struggle slight indeed when comprtr- 
ed with tne gigantic denth struggl-1 
which for four years stamped to and 
fro across the Southern States In the 
Civil -war; but a struggle fraught with 
consequences t<> the nation, and indeed 
to the world, out of all proportion to 
the smailness of the effort upon our 
part. 
Three and a half years ago President 


McKinley spoke In the adjoining state 
of Minnesota on the occasion of thf' 
return of the Thirteenth 
Minnesota 


volunteers from the Philippine Islands, 
where they had served with your own 
tmllant (tons of the North Dakota reg- 
Imntt After heartily thanklrtft the re- 


turned soldiers lor > their valor 
and 
patriotism,,and their contemptous re- 
fusal to be Jaunted or misled by, the 
outcry raised nt home by the men of 
little faith who wished us to abandon 
the islands., be- spoke of the Islands 
themselves as follows; 
"That Congress will provide for them 


a government which will bring them 
blessings, "which will promote their 
material Interests as well as advance 
their people In the path of civilisation 
and intelligence, I confidently believe. 
They will not b* governed as vassals 
or serfs or slaves. They will be given 
a government of liberty, reijulated by 
law. honestly administered without op- 
pressing exactions, taxation without ty- 
ranny, justice without bribe, education 
without distinction of social condition, 
freedom of religious worship, ivnd pro- 
tection in "life, liberty, and the pursuit 
Of happiness." 


What he said then lay in the realm 


of promise. Now it lies In the realm of 
positive performance. 
It Is a good thing to look back upon 


what has been said and compare H 
with the record of what has actually 
been done. If promises arc violated, If 
plighted* word is not kept, then those 
who have failed In their duty sho'ukfoe 
held up to reprobation. If, on the other 
hand, the promises have been substan- 
tially made good; if the achivement 
has kept pace and more than kept pace 
with the prophesy, then they who made 
the one and are responsible for the 
other are entitled of Just 
rights to 


claim the credit which attaches to those 
who serve the nation well. This credit 
I claim for the men who have manag- 
ed so admirably the military and the 
civil affairs of the Philippine Islands, 
arid for those other men who have so 
heartily backed them In congress and 
wtthoitt whose aid anc" support not one 
thing could have been accomplished. 


When President McKinley spoke, th* 


first duty was the restoration of order; 
and to this end the use of the army of 
the United States—an army compos- 
ed of regulars anu volunteers alike— 
wes necessary. To put down the Insur- 
rection and restore peace to the Islands 
was a duty not only to ourselves but 
to the islanders. We could not have 
abandoned the conflict witnout shirking 
this duty, -without proving ourselves 
recreants to the- memory of our fore- 
fathers. Moreover, If we had abandoned 
It we* would have inflicted upon the 
Fill pin OB the most cruel wrong and 
would Jiave doomed them to a bloody 
jumble of anarchy and tyranny. It 
Seems strange, looking backward, that 
any of our peopb should have failed 
to recognize a duty so obvious; but 
there was such failure, and the govern- 
ment at home, the civil authorities Irj 
the Phllllpines, and above all our gal- 
Tant army, had to do their work arnld 
a storm of detraction. The army in 
especial was-attacked-J-n a-way which 
finally did good, 
for in the end it 


aroused the hearty resentment of the 
great body of the American people, not 
against the army, 
but against the 
army's traducers. The circumstances 
of the war made it one< of peculiar 
difficulty, an'd our-mrtdters -wpte expos- 
ed to peculiar wrongs from their foes. 
They fought in dense tropical jungles 
against enemies who were very treach- 
erous and very cruel, not only toward 
our own men. but toward the great 
number of friendly natives, the most 
peaceable and most elviltzeJ among 
•whom eagerly welcomed our rule. Un- 
der such circumstances, among a hun- 
dred thousand hot-blooded and pow- 
erful young men serving in small de- 
tachments on the other side of th« 
plobe, it was Impossible that occasion- 
al instances of wrong doing should not 
occur. The fact that they occurred in 
retaliation for well night Intolerable 
provocation can not for one moment 
be admitted in the way of excuse or 
justification. All good Americans re- 
gret ar»J deplete them, and the war 
department has taken every stop In Its 
power to punish the offenders and to 
prevent or minimize the chnnce of 
repetition of th-a offense. But these of- 
fenses were the exception and not the 
rule. As a whole our troops showed 
not only signal courage and efficiency, 
but grctit humanity find the most sin- 
cere desire to promote the welfare land 
liberties of the Islanders. In u series 
of exceedingly harassing and difficult 
campaigns they completely over-thraw 
the enemy, reducing them finally to a 
condition of mere 
brigandage; and 


wherever they conquered only to make 
way for the rule of the civil govern- 
ment, for the introduction of law, and 
of liberty under the law. When, by last 
July, the last vestige of organised in- 
surrection had disappeared, peace an<l 
anmesty were proclaimed. 


As rapidly as thu mlH'firy rule was 


extended over the islands by the defeat 
of the Insurgents, Jtist so rapidly was 
it replaced by the civil goveimnent. A t ; 
the present time the civil government i 
is supreme and the army In the Phil- \ 
ipplnes has been reduced until U is [ 
sufficient merely to provide ng;iin<;c tht I 
recurrence of troublo.

The congress which has Just jiJjourn- 
cd has psussed legislation of high im- 
port ante Hnd great wisdom in the in- 
terests of thy Filipino ueoplc. Firsl tind 
foremost, they conferred upon them 
by law the present admirable civil 
government; in 
addition they gave 


them an excellent r-uirency, they pasa- 
e-d a measure allowing the organization 
of a n/Ltive constabulary, 
find 
thfy 


provided, In the interests of the Islands, 
for a reduction of twenty-five percent 
In the tariff on Fiiiplno articles brought 
to this country. I jiskt-rl that a still 
further ivUuctlon should be made. It 
was not granted by the last Congress, 
but I think that in some shape It will 
•be granted by the next. And even with- 
out, the record of legislation In the in- 
terests of the Filipinos is one with 
which we have a right to feel great 
satisfaction. 


Moreover, Congress 
appropriated 
three million dollars, 
following 
the 
precedent it set when the people of 
Porto Rico were afflicted 1>y 


disaster; this money to be used by 
the Philippine government in order to 
m«*t the distress occasioned primarily 
by the terrible cattle disease which al- 
most annlhlllated the carabao or wa- 
ter buffalo, the chief and most impor- 
tant domestic animal In the Islands, 
Coming as this disaster did upon the 
heels of the havoc wrought by the 
insurrectionary war great suffering has 
been caused; and this misery for which 
this government Is in no way respon- 
sible will doubtless In turn increase the 
difficulties of the Philippine govern- 
ment for the next year or so. In con- 
sequence there will doubtless here and 
there occur sporadic Increases of the 
armed brigandage to which the islands 
have been habituated from the time 
immemorial, and here and there for 
their own purposes the bandits may 
choose to style themselves patriot* 
or insurrectionists; but these local dif- 
ficulties will be of little consequence 
save as they give occasion to a few 
men here at home again to try to mis- 
lead our people. Not only has the mil- 
itary problem in the .Philippines b**n 
worked out quicker and better than 
we had dared to expect, bnt the pro- 
gress socially and In clvfl government 
has likewise been exceeded our fond- 
est hopes. 


Remember always that the Philip- 


pines the American government has 
tried and is trying to carry out ex- 
actly what the greatest genius anJ 
most revered patriot ever known in the 
Philippine Islands—Jose Rizal—stead- 
fastly advocated. This man, shortly be- 
fore his death, in n, message to his 
countrymen, under date of December 
16, 1896, condemned unsparingly the 
Insurrection of Aguitialdo terminated 
just before our navy appeared upon the 
scene, and pointed out the path his 
people should follow to liberty and en- 
lightenment. Speaking of the insur- 
rection tmd of the pretense that Fil- 
ipino InJependence of a wholesome 
character could thereby be obtained, 
he wrote : 


"When, in spite of my advice, a 


movement was begun, I offered of my 
own accord, not only my services, but 
my life and sven my good name to 
be useJ In any way they might believe 
effective 
In stifling the rebellion.! t 


thought of the disaster which would 
follow the success of the revolution, 
and I deemed myself forunate if by any 
sacrifice I could block the progress of 
a useless calamity. 


"My countrymen, I have given proof 
that I was one who sought liberty for 
our country and I still seek it. Eul as 


first step I Insisted upon the develop- 


ment of the people in oider that, by 
nfans of education and of labor, they 
might acquire the proper individual 
cluuacter and force which would mako 
hem worthy of tt. In my writings I 
iavt> commended to you study and civic 
virtue, without which our redemption 
does not exist. * * * I can not do iess 
than condemn, and I do condemn, Ihts 
absurd and savage insurrection ptnn- 
UPd bfhirid by bnrk, which dishonors 
us as before the Filipinos and discred- 
its us with those who otherwlnt; would 
argrue In riur Behalf. I abominate Us 
cruelties jnd disavow any h!»d of 
connection with tt, legretttng with all 
thy soiryw of my soi;i that these reck- 
less iiipn have r\11owc-3 themselves to 
1)6 deceived. Let them return, then to 
thflr homes, uncl rmiy (Jod pardon those 
who have at-tf-M in bad faith." 


This message embodied precisely and 


cxsictly the avowed policy upon which 
the American government has acted tn 
thr Philippines. What the patriot Rizal 
said with such fofe in speaking of 
the insurrection before \vr came to 
thp islands, applies with tenfold greater 
force to those who foolishly or wickedly 
opposed the mild and beneficent gov- 
ernment we were instituting In the 
islands. The Judgment of he martyred 
public servant, Rizal whose birthday 
the Philippine peojilft celebrate, and 
whom they worship as Ihelr hero and 
idea), sets forth the duty of American 
sovereignty; a duty from which the 
Amertfan people will never flinch. 


While we have 
been 
doing these 


Ei-f>;it and beneficent works In the Isl- 
ands, we have yet been steadily re- 
ducing the cost at which they are done.
